— Father James Patrick Barry, aged i 
seventy-five, for twenty-one years in 
charge of St. Paul’s church, Lexington, 
died suddenly Saturday morning of 
heart trouble. Father Barry arose to 
light the fire in his room and when he 
bent over suddenly straightened and 
fell backjdead. He had expired before 
his assistant. Father Delaney, could 
reach his side. 

Father Barry was the much beloved 
pastor of the Catholic church in this 
city for a number of years, going from 
here to Lexington to reside. 

Father Barry was born in London, 
Eng., and was educated for professor- j \lf 
ship, holding a position of this sort for 
several years in London. He came to 
America in 1868 and was shortly after- 
ward ordained a priest. He has no 
known relatives. Father Barry was 
an authority on canonical law and was 
a profound student. It was said of 
him that he mastered Eucild at the 
age of thirteen. He had his tomb pre- 
pared in the Catholic cemetery at 
Lexington ten years ago and with all 
inscriptions thereon save the date of 
his death. 

Father Barry was a man of great 
learning and abilty. He spoke Span- 
ish, Italian, German, French and Eng- 
lish without accent or flaw. 

Father Barry was first irremovable 
rector of St. Paul’s appointed by the-] 
bishop of this diocese and not subjeet 
to removal save for “just and suffi- 
cient cause” according to the laws of 
the church. The appointment itself is 
an exalted honor, as there are few 
such pastorates and such appointments 
are made only in the case of tried and 
true men. 

Bishop C. P. Maes will pontificate at 
Requiem High Mass at St. Paul’s Lex- 
ington, this morning at 10:30 o’clock. 

The services will be very imposing, be- 
ing participated in by many priests. 
Father James L. Gorey, Secretary of 
the Bishop, will be m: s : .er of ceremon- 
ies. 

—Judge Caleb W. West, aged 65, 
native of Harrison county, died in a 
San Francisco, Cal., hospital Sunday 
night, of appendicitis. The remains 
will be brought to Cynthiana for burial 
in Batrle Grove. They will probably 
reach that city Saturday or Sunday. 

He was a man of much distinction and 
weli-known throughout Kentucky.

The Opium Bill.

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“note the purple gathering beneath 
them ; that is deati , isnt' it? Well, 
this body is too small for me— that is 
all right.”. These words were spoken 
by Dr. Clendenin as he critically view- 
ed the ante-mortem changes that creep 
over one as the strange vitality of life 
ebbs away. As he lay upon his death- 
bed, surrounded by his family and by 
those men of science who coldly note 
every change that comes ovei one who 
is passing from this sphere of know- 
ledge into that unknown bourne, he 
was Conscious — so conscious that he 
could dictate the remedies that should 
be administered— the antidotes of each 
phase of the dread disease that held him 
in its grasp. Dr. Clendenin knew and 
was Keenly conscious that as his life 
ebbed away he was surrounded by pro- 
fesional men — men who must battle 
with the very malady that was taking 
him from a scientific field in which he 
nad always been a student and never a 
graduate. 

Indicating the keen alertness of his 
scientific mind may be cited the condi- 
tion of Dr.Ciendenin’s mind on Sunday 
night before his death. Mrs. Clara 
Mann, one of the best trained nurses 
in tne city was in his room. He call- 
ed her to his bed and said: “Mrs. 

Mann, I need so many grains of” so 
and so. 

Mrs. Mann very gently told him that 
his physician haa left imperative or- 
ders for something else. 

“That is a mistake, ” he said; “it 
should be this and he outlined a pre- 
scription. She told Him to be quiet, but 
he insisted upon his prescription. It 
was secured for him and when the at- 
tending physician reached his bedside 
he told the nurse it was good for the 
patient. 

Later Sunday ’night Dr. Clndenm 
called his family to his bedside and told 
them he was dying. He asked them to 
view his taking away in a philosophi- 
cal manner. “1 am dying,” he said, 
“and there is no us« grieving about it 
— this body is too small for me, I have 
a greater work to do,” be said, talk- 
ing to his faher. “Death is nothing 
more than a transition to something 
better. We are looking forward to 
that, and why mourn when a member 
ot tne family goes to that^ which we 
are all looking forward to?” 

All that medical science knows was 
applied to keep Dr. Clendenin alive. 
Through the agency of science his life 
was prolonged until Monday night. An 
hour before death came every homeo* 
pathic physician in Lousville knew of 
his condition — all knew that he was 
sinking to the last and all hurried to 
his bedside. Many of them could not 
get into the small sickroom, but all j 
remained at his home until life was no | 
more. There were eight of his fellow ; 
practitioners in the room when death 
came. A few minutes before he be- 
came unconscious Dr. Clendenin glanc- 
ed about the room, and, as a smile 
overspread his face, he called each by 
name and said: “Gentlemen, 1 am go- 
ing ; come here and let me say good- ! 
bye.” I 

The physicians gathered about the ] 
bedside — the first to reachthe patient i 
pressed a kiss upon his brow and the j 
example was followed by all. Eight i 
men who had many times watched ’ 
death creep upon their patients stoop- j 
ed to leave a touch of the lips upon one 
in who they recognized a man in every 
sense of the word. 

A few minutes before his death Dr. 
Clendenin called for his wife. All 
within the room gave way and when 
Mrs. Clendenin approached there was a 
smile upon the dying man’s face. He 
was so weak he could- not speak, as 
while he smiled into her face he pass- 
ed away. Thus one of the most re- 
markable profesisonal men in Louis- 
ville met death. 

Dr. Hugh M. Clendenin was a native 
of Paris, Kentucky. He came to Louis- 

ed the Southwestern Homeopathic Coi- 
lege. He was graduated from the col- 
lege four years iater and afterwards 
became secretary and professor of 
clinical medicine. He was a member 
of the American Institute of Homeo- 
pathie, the Southern Homeopathic 
Medical Society and the Kentucky 
Homeopathic Medical Society. 

A few years ago Dr. .Clendenia was 
married to Miss Julia Booker, of Emi- 
nence. Mrs. Clendenin and a daugh- 
ter, Clara, 2 years of age.survive him. 

The little daughter was with her 
grandparents at Eminence and had not 
j been brought here during her father’s 
! illness. When the first initmation of 
death came to Dr. Clendenin last Sun- 
day afternoon he said to his father: 

| “Wnen I go, father, I am going to stop 
j by and see little Clara.” 

I The body of Dr. Clendenin arrived 
i in Paris Wednesday evening at 6:30 
j and taken to the residence of his fath- 
er, on Second street, being met at the 
I station by representatives -of Kathbone 
i Lodge K. of P., of this city. Funeral 
I services were neld at the residence in 
Louisville, Tuesday morning at 10 
o’colck, his fellow-physicians who at 
I tended him in his late illness and who 
i knew him in life acting as pall-bear- 
ers. After short services at his fath- 
er’s horne yesterday afternoon at 2 
o’clock he was laid to rest beside his 
mother in the family lot in the Paris 
cemetery.

The death of Dr. Hugh M. Clenden 
in, at his home in Louisville, Monday 
night, was a shock to his many friends 
and admirers in this. his old home town 
where his^father, Mr. Chas. Clendenin, 
and brother, Mr. Roy Clendenin, still 
reside. We take the following notice 
from the Courier-Journal of Wednes- 
day. 

The death of Dr. Hugh M. Clendenin 
at his home, 3425 Third avenue, Mon- 
day night marked the demise of one of 
the most remarkable professional men 
of ^the present day. Dr. Clendenin 
was a member of the branch of physi- 
cians known as homeopathists. Less 
than ten days ago, after a strenuous 
week at the bedside of a |patient suf- 
fering with pneumonia, Di. Clendenin 
was stricken with the same malady. 

When it became known among his 
fellow-practitioners that he had been 
stricken by this dangerous [disease, al- 
most every ring of the doorbell at Dr. 
Ciendenin’s home announced the arri- 
val there of a member of that branch 
of the medical profession. The malig- 
nant disease that had attacked Dr. 
Clendenin caused alarm among his phy- 
sicans, and, standing high among them, 
as he did, was enough to cause each 
one to take up his case individual!} 
with a view to the application of all 
that science had taugnt them to save 
a life. The seriousness of the case did 
not dawn upon even the physicians 
until, in spite of their efforts, a dan- 
gerous stage of the fell malady began 
to creep upon the patient. 

Sunday night last, a few hours after 
Charles Clendenin, father of Dr. Clen- 
denin arrived from Bourbon county, an 
emergency call was telephoned to one 
of the physicians attending him. This 
call was sent in foilowing a confer- 
ence between father and son. To bis 
father Dr. Clendenin said: 

“Father, I have heard a call. The 
call is for a larger work than 1 can do 
here. I am going to die— now I don’t 
want you and mother to grieve for me 
— look at this dissolution philosophical- 
ly ; take a common-sense view of it — 
we must all part for a
